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Verſailles alone ſuffices to ſecure | 
for ever to France the glory it has 
at preſent, in ſurpaſling all other | 
Kingdoms in the Science of Buil- | 
dings : and it is beholding for ne 
high eſteem to the Grandeur and 
Magnificence of Louis the Great, its 
iavincible Monarch. | 

This Magnanimous' Prince has | 
cheriſht Arts even to ſo high a 
point, and has known fo well to 
cultivate them among the noiſe of 
Arms, that Peazee, which 1s the Mo- 
ther both of Sciences and Arts, to

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becauſe he was created the firſt ; 


and they give him a Sithe, to ſhew 
that like a Mower he cuts all down, 


and deſtroys all that Nature pro- 


duces. He was repreſented alfo 
devouring one of his Children, to 
ſhew that he deſtroys that which e- 
ven himſelf has engendred : and 
that his Father Cel#s ſhould not 
engender other Gods more than 
himſelf, he took from him with his 
Sithe the power of engendring : 
The Bloud falling into the Sea, and 
being mixt with the froth which is 
made of its Waves againſt the 
Rocks of the I{land of Cypras, en- 
gendred Venus, who liv'd 1a this 
Iſland ; which gave her the name 
of Cyprus, and Cyprian Venus. 

This Goddeſs was the'Wife of 
Vulcan, who was the God of Smiths. 
They had Cxpid, who has been ta- 
ken for the God of Love, or for 
Love it ſelf. 

Hars was the God of War, $on 
of 
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of the Goddeſs Juno, Wite of Jupi-_ 


| ter, who through the, Jealoylie 


which ſhe conceiv'd, for that Fupts 


| ter her Huſband had all alone en», 


gendred the Goddeſs Mzzerve in 
his brain : She would likewiſe en- 
gender alone, which ſhe did by 
touching a Flower by the caunſcl 
of the Goddeſs Flora. 

Minerva is the Goddels of Arts 
and Sciences ; ſhe preſides over de- 
fenſive Arms, and then ſhe 1s called 
ZFelſona : She iſſued from the braia 
of Jupiter. 

The-true ſence of this Fable is, 
that by J»piter maſt be underſtood 
the ſupreme Deity, who by his wil- 
dom has fetled the conditions of 
things, and has given to men Sci- 
ence and the invention of Arts, and 
the means to defend themſelves A - 


- gainſt thoſe who would diſturb 


them, in whatſoever manner it 
be. 
The Goddeſs Juno in this place is 


taken 
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taken- for. Riches 3 which joyn'd | 


with Jealouſie, have engendred 
Mars, who ſignifies War, which di- 
fturbs the quiet of States, which are 
repreſented by the Goddeſs Mixey- 
ve. Waris made very often by the 
counſel of Youth, fignified by Flo- 
ra, who is the Goddeſs of it. 

Mars became amorous of the 
Goddeſs YVenxs; the Sun, who was 
the Nephew of Yulcan, diſcover'd 
to him the wanton Loves of Vena 
his Wife with Mars; whereupon 
Vulcan being toucht with Jealou- 
fie, made a Net ſo ſubtle and deli- 
cate, with ſo much {kill and artifice, 
at the places where Mars bad mee- 
tings with his Wife, that they were 


there both taken, and expos'd to the * 


derifion and laughter of all the 
Gods. | 


The meaning of the Fable is, 


that by Mars we muſt underſtand 
Men of War, and by YVenxs Plea- 
ſurezwhich the Pozts have teign'd to 

1n- 
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inhabit the Iſle of Cyprus, becauſerit 
was at that time the moſt fertile and 


-moſt voluptuous of all the Lever. 


It's alſo on this occaſton that the 
Poets have ſaid, that when Soul- 
diers yield themfelves to be over- 
come with Pleafures, they come to 
a relaxation of that warlike vertue 
which they had acquired in MiHh- 
tary Diſcipline; and as effeminacy 
over-rules them, the friends of the 
contrary party , ſignified by the 
8xn, Who diſcovers the Amours of 
Fenns to Yulcan, (ſeeing their diſor- 
der , give notice to their Enemies; 
who finding them 1n the arms of 
Pleaſure, defeat them, and cut them 
in pieces. Thus they fiad them- 
ſelves taken in the Net, where the 
fire of Laſciviouſneſs, which is the 
Huſband of Pleaſure, has caught 
them, and where afterward thoſe 


' who have eſcap'd death, are expos'd 


to the laughter of the great men of 


the World, ſignified by the Gods, 
who 
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who derided Mars and Venus taken 
in the Net made by Yulcar ; and, 


Hiſtory is fill'd with an inflate _ | 


- number of the like Examples. 
#ulcan is made the Huſband of 
Venus, to (\hew that Fire is inſepa- 
rable from Pleaſure, which has al- 
ways ſomewhat that 1s deform'd, 
and is the cauſe that Arms are of- 
ten made on her occaſion, It's for 
this reaſon that Ylcar made the 
Arms of #xegs, of whom Venus 
ſaid her ſelf the Mother. And the 
Fable ſhews in this place, that 4z- 
chiſes the Father of A#neas, was 
very rich and powerfol, and that he 
lived ina a Country very much a- 
bounding-in all that might ſerve for 
pleaſure; and his Wife was doubt- 
leſs one of the faireſt of her time. 
The Arms of the Grecians and 


Trojans, were they not forg'd by 


Vulcan, that is to ſay, by the Fire of 
Pleaſure, by reaſon of Paris's carry- 
ing away of Helena by force? It 
Vulcan 
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Pulcan be painted lame, holding a 
woodden leg in his hand, 1t's he- 
2 | cauſe the Fire cannot ſuppart it ſelf 
and ſubſift, without Wood : and: 
if he be made the God of Smiths, 
| it's becauſe he ſerves to forge Arms, 
| and to make the points of the Ar- 
rows of Cupid, or of Love 3. there 
being nothing ſo certain, as that it 
1s the Fire of Pleaſure which whets 
and makes the firſt points of Love. 
We ſee moreover in theſe A- 
mours of Mars and Yexxs, this God 
of War, who is diſarm'd by many 
| little Cupids, at the time that he 
| comes to pay a Viſit to his Miltriſs: 
| which ſhews that Pleaſure diſarms 
|* and renders effeminate the moſt ge- 
| nerous hearts, 


Thus you have. the true explica- 

tion of the Amours of Yerus and of 
Mars 3 and if any one aſks whence 
I have taken it, I anſwer him, that 

it was fronr the brain -of the God- 
deſs Minerva, who of late thiew 


| on 
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on the Earth this production'of her 
underſtanding, for the firſt who 
could find itz and Chance has hap 

pily made me light upon it to; put 
it in this place. | 


Afterward as you eater into the 


Garden by the great Stair-caſe, you 
ſee there a Cleopatra and a Bacchus; 
at the fide of it four little Water:

Bacchus,and the third Flora: Theſe 
are the Deities of the Earth. 

The tenth Figure is Iris, who has 
little wings at her heels and on ber 
head : She is the Meſſenger of Ju- 
#0, as Mercary is of Jupiter.
